ABOLISHING RED TAPE. 


The Work of Reform in the Several 
Departments. 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—/[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Senator Cockrell, chairman 
of the select Committee on Business Meth- 
ods of the Executive Departments, today 
submitted to the Senate a second report. 
The committee, in its previous report, sug- 
gested, as the most forcible and practical 
remedy for the defective methods of busi- 
ness, that the Secretaries of the Treasury 
and War should appoint a commissioner in 
their respective departments to consider 
and revise the methods of business. These 
commissioners were afterward appointe 
and their reports, which were transmit 
to the committee, were laid before the Sen- 
ate today as part of the committee’s report.

GOVERNMENT CONTROL OF THE 
TELEGRAP HS. 


There Inne again of late been con- 
siderable discussion in this country re- 
garding the propriety of government 
control of the telegraphs. We are not 
aware that any very weighty argumént 
has ever been produced against such a 
change, whereas, on the other hand, it 
seems clear that if the control of the 
Postoffice Department of right belongs 
to the Government, it is the duty of 
Congress to assume control of the tele- 
graphs. 

There is nothing new in the proposi- 
tion. Germany controls and operates 
her telegraph system, and gives gen- 
eral satisfaction. France owns and 
operates her telegraphs, and derives 
quite a revenue from that course. Italy 
controls and owns her telegraphs and 
telephones. British India, Australia 
and nearly all the British colonies ex- 
cept Canada own their telegraph and 
railway systems. Thus, nearly all the 
countries of the civilized world, except 
the United States, own their railroads 
and telegraph lines. ‘ 

One of the great advantages of a 
Government telegraph over the pres- 
ent system would be its cheapness. If 
the Government purchased all the 
lines it could afford to send messages 
between the principal Eastern cities 
for a cent a word, without regard to 
distance, and to other sections of the 
country at proportionate rates. 

The argument that the telegraph 
companies would not sell is unfounded. 
In the act of Congress of July 24, 1886, 
entitled, An act to aid in the con- 
struction of telegraph lines and 
to Secure to the Government the use 
of the same for postal, military and 


other purposes,“ occurs the following 
section: 


“

this act for postal, military, or other pur-
